Th© 
Payne-Aldrich 
tariff 
is 
not 
merely a single system of imposts. It 
contains three systems in one. 
There is a tariff for protection only. 
There is a tariff for revenue only. 
There is a tariff for robbery only. 
There three tariffs are jumbled to­ 
gether in the Payne-Aldrich schedules. 
The task of statesmanship is to sep­ 
arate them. 
The Examiner believes that the tar­ 
iff for protection and the tariff for 
revenue are both legitimate in prin- 
iipiei 
indeed both absolute­ 
ly necesary to the prosperity of 
the 
country, 
On the other hand, the tariff for 
robbery is, of course, wholly illegiti­ 
mate. 
It should be utterly abolished. 
A protective tariff is a tariff to pre­ 
servo home markets for home prod­ 
ucts—to the advantage of domestic la­ 
ter and capital. 
Obviously, lf such a 
tariff is rightly levied it will tend to 
restrict the sale of foreign goods in 
tho home markets. 
Therefore, it will 
not yield much revenue at the custom 
houses. 
A revenue tariff is a tariff levied to 
get money to run the government. It 
should be levied so as to bear mainly 
upon luxuries that are not produced 
in this country. 
Hence there cannot 
he much protection in it. 
Thus It is a plain fact of fiscal sci­ 
ence that a tariff system that intends 
to 
both protective and revenue pro­ 
ducing is virtually two systems joined 
to o th e r. 
That is to say that 
the 
parts of such a tariff that are protec 
Mon are not productive of revenue; 
and that the parts that are productive 
of revenue are not protective. 
But the tariff system under which 
we are trying to live 1b not merely 
two tariffs; it is three. 
Besides the tariff that is protective 
and the tariff til at puts money into 
the pubic treasury, there is a third 
tariff that neither protects nor yields 
public revenue. 
The tariff for robbery only is a tar­ 
iff levied at a murderous high rate 
on the necessaries of life to enable 
home monopolists to charge extortion­ 
ate prices. 
It does not in the least tend to pro­ 
tect American labor. On the contrary, 
ft enables a privileged claes of manu­ 
facturers to extort high prices without 
paying high wages. 
It dries up the 
springs of national wealth by lowering 
the purchasing power of every honest 
man’s income. 
It produces no public 
revenue, since it 
bars out foreign 
(pods—keeps 
them 
from 
coming 
through the custom house. 
It ie sim- 
ply and wholly a crushing tax levied 
tig private citizens upon the mass of 
the people.—Chicago Examiner.

Thousands of farmers heard Gover­ 
nor 
Woodrow 
Wilson, 
Democratic 
nominee for president, make his first 
campaign speech at Gloucester, N. J. 
The governor spoke at Washington 
park, where farmers from New Jersey, 
Delaware and Pennsylvania were par­ 
ticipating in a celebration. 
He attacked former Senator 
Al­ 
drich and his tariff making associates, 
urged a merchant marine in connec­ 
tion with the 
Panama 
canal, and 
blamed the influence of express com­ 
panies in preventing the adoption of 
a parcels post. 
The governor declared for legisla­ 
tion to further the interests of the 
farmer, saying one of the greatest 
impositions upon the farmer that has 
ever been devised is the present tariff 
legislation. 
“I have not heard,” 
he said, “of 
farmers waiting for a hearing before 
the committee on ways and means of 
the house and the finance committee 
of the senate in order to take part in 
determining what the tariff schedules 
should be. 
While you were feeding 
the world, congress was feeding the 
trusts. 
“It is a long time since tariffs were 
made by men who even supposed that 
they were seeking to serve the gen­ 
eral Interest, because tariffs are not 
made by the general body of mem­ 
bers of either house of congress. They 
have been made by small groups of 
individuals in certain committees of 
those houses, who even refused in­ 
formation to their fellow members as 
to the basis upon which they had 
acted in framing the schedules. 
“One of the gentlemen who has 
been most conspicuously 
connected 
with this thing has in recent years 
prudently withdrawn from public life. 
“I give Mr. Aldrich the credit of 
having a large weather eye. 
He saw 
the weather was changing in Rhode 
Island—even in Rhode Island—as well 
as in the rest of the Union; that men 
who had long known he was Imposing 
upon them felt the limit had been 
reached, and they were not going to 
be imposed upon any longer. 
“Now there are various questions 
which you gentlemen ought to realize 
are pending, questions that directly 
concern the farmers of this country.

BACK TO DEMOCRACY °RCHARD C0MES INT0 FIGHT 


IN TH 16 CRISIS IT IS CO UNTRY’S 
O N LY HOPE. 


To Be Free From Demagogues of the 
Roosevelt Stripe There Must Be

There is an excuse 
for 
Theodore 
R oosevelt which should he fully un­ 
derstood. 
The American people are not partial 
to third terms. They are not natural­ 
ly inclined to embrace necessary men. 
They have many reasons for distrust­ 
ing the person who now assum es to 
lead them into strange paths. 
They know that he is willful, im­ 
patient of restraint, loose 
in 
state­ 
ment, fond of power and dictatorial. 
They know that he craves applause 
and enjoys attention. 
They 
know 
that alm ost any man who is cheeky, 
claver and unscrupulous can recruit a 
noisy following from the ranks of 
the unstable and the reckless. 
It is violence and violence alone 
that gives Theodore Roosevelt powd­ 
er. 
By this means he enlists support 
which otherwise could not be had. By 
this means he m akes men forget the 
streaks and stripes in his career. 
By 
new sensations and new terrors he 
renews interest in him self dally. 
It 
is no new art that he practices. 
It is 
the old, old art of demogogy. 
But there is an excuse 
for 
Mr. 
Roosevelt the sam e as there is an ex- 
Sttse for a lynching party. 
Where law 
is enforced and justice prevails mobs 
do not assem ble and dictatorships are 
not proposed. 
When m ischief is afoot 
those whose social responsibilities are 
few' do not inquire closely Into the 
m otives of its authors. 
Attached as most Americans are to 
order and law, they nevertheless have 
shown from the beginning a willing­ 
ness on occasion to make short cuts, 
to use force and to palliate despotic 
deeds. 
It is to this spirit that 
Mr. 
Roosevelt appeals. 
It is a people dis 
couraged and desperate, a people be­ 
trayed, a people disorganized and lead­ 
erless, a people almost persuaded to 
repudiate law, 
that the demagogue 
addresses. 
He will be heard until a 


M atter of Excessive Protection on Su­ 
gar Is Something Appealing to 
Every Housewife. 


The reduction of the sugar tariff 
will m eet with strong opposition from 
the beet sugar states. 
But that oppo­ 
sition can be lessened greatly if the 
champions of cheaper living w ill take 
the trouble to point out a fact hitherto 
overlooked. 
By a queer coincidence, the 
states 
which figure m ost prominently in the 
production of beet sugar—California, 
Colorado, Michigan, etc.—are likew ise 
the states with a large and growing 
fruit Industry. 
The tariff, which is a subsidy for 
the beet grower, Is a direct tax on 
the fruit grower. 
It directly discour­ 
ages the canning and preserving of 
fruits. 
Not all the fruit of any district can 
be sold fresh. 
The market and 
crop 
both vary from year to year. The in­ 
variable tendency Is to produce a eur- 
plus, and then, lf possible, can or pre­ 
serve that surplus for sale later. 
No housewife need be told that a 
large amount of sugar is needed in 
preserving and even In canning fruits. 
W hatever raises the price of 
sugar 
raises the cost of fruit preserving and 
canning; thereby raising the cost to 
the consumer, and at the sam e tim e 
narrowing the market. 
The eugar tariff adds not less than 
$1.50 per hundred to the cost of sugdr. 
Probably It adds the full amount of 
the tariff, about $1.90; for cane sugar 
is used almost exclusively in the fruit 
Industry. 
The weight which this lays 
on the fruit canning industry may be 
imagined. 
If the “sugar states” are m ade to 
understand that subsidizing the sugar 
beet m eans taxing the orchard, they 
will not he so strenuous in defense of 
the sugar trust.—Chicago Journal. 


Tariff Legislation Prospects. 
With conferees of senate and house 
agreed on the form of tariff bills to be 
passed, nothingpffow stands in the way 
of most desirable and commendable 
action by congress. 
Of course, President Taft will veto 
the measures. 
In spite of all his 
promises and pledges and all his pro­ 
testations against “indefensible” 
fea- 


The excuse for Roosevelt is to be 
found in the perfidy of his own party 
and the uncertainty that has existed 
as to the policy and leadership of the 
Dem ocratic party.

United States, when he fails to say 
that the excessively high tariff in the 
United States rn directly responsible 
for the enormous and hurtful shitt­ 
ing of population from tho country 
districts to the cities. 
This it is that is making labor so 
scarce in tho c u t l e r y districts and 
decreasing so largely what our food 
products ought to be in comparison 


Dolliver’s Rap at Aldrich. 
The late Senator Dolliver of Iowa, 
by clever retort and brilliant repartee, 
could hold an audience attentive and 
spellbound during the recital of 
the 
dryest statistic^ of a tariff discussion. 
He was one of the small b a n k e t ' in- 
Rurgenia who fought valiantly on the 
floor of the senate against the en act­ 
ment of the Payne-Aldrleh tariff act. 
The last speech he delivered in

senate before his dealii, in 1910, was a 
scathing arraignment of that bill.

I ears were opened to words of praise 
and counsel and to (he cry of distress. 
Loosed was the man’s tongue to speak 
his word of personal testimony and to 
witness for his healer. 
Read Isaiah 
32:1-4 and 35:4, 5.

JESUS THE PROVIDER 
(VV. 
1-10, cf. Matt. 15:32-38.) 
The tremendous stir Jesus caused 
is graphically suggested by' Mark in 
verse one of this section. 
From far 
and near they had gathered and now 
at the end of the third day their small 
supply of food is exhausted. 
We are 
told bv John (6:26, 27) why they had 
followed him, still they were deeply 
interested in him and considered him 
to be a prophet (John 6:14). 
Never­ 
theless Jesus was moved with a com­ 
passion then, even as now he is moved | 
when he beholds us In our unworth­ 
iness. 
No Hunger Too Great. 
The compassion of Jesus is a very j 
active principle, it does not consist of 
sighs and lamentations, or of invests , 
gations and condemnation of 
condi­ 
tions. 
His compassion causes him to , 
act. 
But the disciples are aghast at 
his suggestion that he feed this mul- 
titude 
of 
“about 
four 
thousand.” I 
“Whence shall one be able to fill these j 
men with bread” (R. V.) ? 
On the oth­ 
er occasion Jesus had a-sked Philip, : 
who lived in the near-by town of Beth- 
saida, where they might find bread; j 
but now they are in a desert place. 
It may seem strange for the disciples 
to ask such a question 
He had fed a 
larger number with smaller resources. 
After taking stock (v. 5) Jesus com­ 
mands the people to sit down. 
He 
received their seven loaves (v. 6) and 
brake and gave, first to the disciples, 
and through them to the people. 
Such 
as*they had, first given to him, respond­ 
ing to his touch, was enough and to 
spare (v. 8). 
When we give him our 
all he will bless, multiply and use. 
Our Golden Text (v. 37) is suggestive 
of a wide application in teaching this 
lesson. We have in this lesson two inci­ 
dents as illustrations. 
In both we can 
see those principles that govern his 
life and ministry, viz., unvarying^ loy­ 
alty to God an i unwearying compas­ 
sion for poor, weak humanity. As has 
already bien suggested, we also see 
that the methods of Jesus varied, ac­ 
cording to the individual need and al­ 
ways with the unswerving purpose of 
glorifying Clod.
